SATISFACTORY OUTCOME OF THE YEAR 


The Twenty-ninth Annual General Meeting of the Eastern 
Bank, Limited, was held on Wednesday, 22 March, at 2 & 3 
Crosby Square, London, E.C. 


Sir James Leigh-Wood, K.B.E., C.B., C.M.G. (the Chairman) 
said: I am sure you would wish to join with your Directors 
in recording their sorrow at the grievous loss so recently fallen 
upon us through the death of Mr, Haskell who had endeared 
himself to all during the long period in which he was associated 
with the Bank. 


A comparison of the several items in the Balance Sheet of 
last year with the statement now before you is evidence of the 
general retraction of business common throughout the world, 
although I am pleased to say the final outcome is satisfactory 
having regard to the general situation and especially remember- 
ing the continued low prices of commodities with which we 
are concerned. On the Liabilities you will remark a reduction 
of £217,000 in our deposits whilst cash on hand has increased 
by £125,000 at a total of £1,232,500, representing 16 per cent. of 
our current and deposit accounts. There is an increase of £537,000 
in securities which stand at £5,900,655, largely the outcome of 
the reduced demand for advances and falling off in bills receiv- 
able, as these two combined accounts are less by £1,060,000. 


The net profit is lower by £15,500 at £111,600, from which 
we propose to pass £40,000 to Contingency Account and to 
recommend a final dividend of 4s. a share less Income Tax. I 
hope you will regard the final result as satisfactory. 


CONDITIONS IN INDIA AND IRAQ 


The Budget recently presented by the Finance Minister in 
India is reassuring and shows an estimate for a small surplus 
in 1939-40 without substantial increase in taxation, with the 
exception of the tariff on raw cotton designed to promote the 
domestic cultivation of the long staple type, which is now im- 
ported in large quantities. A further satisfactory feature is the 
agreement reached by the great majority of the Jute Mills in 
regard to uniform hours of working in order to prevent over 
production with consequent unprofitable selling prices. I will 
not weary you with many figures except to refer to the con- 
tinued drop in values of exports of piece goods from Great 
Britain to India. I sincerely hope the Trade Agreement con- 
cluded on Monday between Great Britain and India, in which 
both parties made concessions, will go some way to restore the 
export trade in cotton goods. 


We are deeply interested in Iraq and have been so for many 
years prior to the founding of the Kingdom. We maintain close 
and friendly relations with the Government and the peoples of 
that country which has been so favoured by nature in rich oil 
deposits, the revenue from which under skilful and prudent 
administration will, we hope, restore the ancient prosperity of 
a land so famous in history as one of the granaries of the 
world. Iraq has had a balanced budget for several years and 
whilst that for 1939-40 shows a smal] estimated deficit of £60,000, 
there should be little difficulty in adjustment as there is a sub- 
stantial rise in income not only from oil but also from Customs 
and Excise. 


HINDRANCES TO TRADE 


I conclude my review of our affairs by a reference to an aspect 
of the Continental financial and commercial situation which 
gives me increasing concern. Bankers quite properly abstain 
from politics, but one cannot resist apprehension at the develop- 
ment of governmental incursion into commerce so frequently 
initiated by those States which have adopted collective principles 
in one form or another. This inevitably tends to economic 
struggle between nations, the outcome of which must be diminu- 
tion of private enterprise with resulting arrest or extinction of 
benefits to many accruing from freer trading. 


One development especially repugnant to me is that of barter, 
which is surely putting back the clock to the Middle Ages. 
Our modern system of exchange through the instrument of bills 
and credit had been brought to a pitch of perfection with 
advantage and economy alike to nth named merchant, bankers 
and the discount market, but this fine piece of constructive 
work is being impaired with corresponding reduction in volume 
of international bills of exchange. 

I am not, however, unduly discouraged, as with the revival 
of confidence—the real currency of the world—I believe there 
will be a return to the more simple ways which have served 
mankind so well for generations. There are now definite signs 
of basic recovery in the United States as well as in France, 
though it would be idle to deny the gravity of the international 
situation, which must falsify hope of any immediate and general 
improvement in trade and commerce.

SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT, AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN 1938 


The movement of shipping at United Kingdom ports 
in 1938, in both the foreign and the coasting trade, was 
rather smaller than the high level recorded for 1937, 
the decrease in the case of the foreign trade being due 
to a reduction of about 3} per cent. in the tonnage 
entered and cleared with cargo, while the fall of 4 per 
cent. in the coasting trade related mainly to vessels in 
ballast. In the following article a detailed comparison 
is made with movements in 1937. The tonnage figures 
quoted are tons net. 


FOREIGN TRADE 
The total of the entrances in the foreign trade at 
ports in the United Kingdom during 1938 was 


91,880,000 tons, a decrease of 2°4 per cent. as com- 
pared with 1937. Entrances with cargo decreased by 
2-9 per cent. and those in ballast by 0°7 per cent. The 
with and in ballast amounted to 
92,165,000 tons, a decrease of 2°5 per cent. on the 
corresponding total for 1937. Clearances with cargo 
were 4:1 per cent. less than in the previous year, but

There was a small addition to the tonnage on the 
register in 1938, and while the average tonnage of 
British vessels laid up at ports in the United Kingdom 
was about 183,000 tons more than in 1937, it was 
132,000 tons less than in 1936; tonnage laid up abroad 
also increased considerably last year. The statistics 
of the principal foreign maritime countries ind:

Proportion of Entrances with Cargo.—Of the total 
tonnage entered at United Kingdom ports, vessels with 
cargo represented 74-4 per cent. in 1938, as against 74°8 
per cent. in 1937. In the trade with foreign countries 
in Northern Europe only 59 per cent. of the total 
entrances related to vessels with cargo in 1938, this 
proportion being the lowest for that area since 1933; 
in 1937 it was 62°8 per cent. There was also a decline 
from 82:3 per cent. to 76-9 per cent. in the correspond- 
ing proportion for ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediter- 
ranean countries,’’ due to a marked increase in the 
tonnage of Italian vessels entered in ballast from Italy. 
For Europe and Mediterranean countries as a whole 
the proportion fell from 61-6 per cent. to 60-2 per cent., 
but for all other areas combined it rose slightly from 
95:9 to 96-2 per cent. As might be expected, very 
little (less than 1 per cent.) of the tonnage entered 
from the Pacific Coast of North America and from 
Australasia was in ballast; the largest proportion of 
entrances in ballast (43-7 per cent.) was recorded as 
usual for ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediter- 
ranean countries.’’ 

Entrances by Areas.—There was a decline of more 
than 14 million tons in the entrances with cargo from 
‘* Northern Europe (Foreign),’’ which represented ing 
per cent. of the total entrances with cargo last ye 
as against 29-1 per cent. in 1937. The iets 
occurred in the second half of the year and coincided 
with a substantial reduction in imports from several 
countries in that area; in particular there was a con- 
siderable decrease in imports of wood and timber from 
the Soviet Union, Finland, Sweden and Poland. From 
‘* North America—Atlantie Coast ’’ the tonnage was 
greater by about 44 per cent. and the proportion in- 
creased from 188 per cent. to 20°3 per cent., but 
entranees with from ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and 
Western Mediterranean Countries,’’ which decreased 
by 7 per cent., represented only 12°6 per cent. of the 
total in 1938, as compared with 13-1 per cent. in 1987. 
None of the remaining areas accounted for as be as

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7 per cent. of the total tonnage entered with cargo in 
either year. Among these areas, however, there was 
a decline in 1938 of nearly 1 million tons (or more than 
one-fourth) in the entrances from ‘‘ South America— 
Atlantic Coast,’’ as a result of the greatly reduced 
imports of grain from the Argentine; this was, how- 
ever, to some extent offset by increases in the tonnage 
with cargo entered from Australasia and the Pacific 
Coast of North America, partly due to larger imports 
of grain from Australia and the United States. In 1937 
50°5 per cent., and in 1938 48°9 per cent. of the total 
tonnage that entered with cargo was from countries in 
Europe or on the Mediterranean Sea, while the propor- 
tion represented by voyages to this country from ports 
in the British Empire rose from 24-8 to 27:1 per cent. 
In the latter trade 88:4 per cent. of the tonnage in 
1937 and 87-9 per cent. in 1938 was British, but in the 
trade from foreign countries there was a slight increase 
from 45-1 per cent. to 45-3 per cent. in the share held 
by British ships. 

Proportion of Clearances with Cargo.—About 63-9 
per cent. in 1938 and 65:0 per cent. in 1937 of the 
tonnage cleared from ports in the United Kingdom 
related to vesseis with cargo. The high proportion of 
ballast voyages included in the total clearances to 
** West Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast) ”’ 
and ‘‘ North America—Pacific Coast ’’ is largely due 
to the one-way nature of our trade with these areas. 
For each of the other areas specified in the returns the 
proportion of tonnage cleared with cargo exceeded 50 
per cent. As in the ease of entrances, there was a 
reduction of about 1 million tons in the total clear- 
ances to the Atlantic Coast of South America; three- 
quarters of this reduction was in ballast voyages and 
may be related to the small amount of tonnage re- 
quired last year for imports of grain from the Argen- 
tine, to which reference has been made above. Thus, 
of the total tonnage cleared to this area only 7 per 
eent. was in ballast in 1938, as against the more 
normal proportion of 22 per cent. in 1937. 


Clearances by Areas.—Decreases were recorded in 
1938 in the clearances with cargo from United King- 
dom ports for the majority of the trading areas, though 
more than nine-tenths of the total decrease related to 
vessels trading with ‘* Northern Kurope (Foreign) ”’ 
and ** Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
Countries.’’ Clearances with cargo to these two areas 
in 1937 were, however, much above the average of the 
preceding four years; of over 23 million 
tons in 1938 was mainly due to a fall in exports of coal 
to France, Sweden, Denmark, Belgium, Finland and 
Norway. Both the trading areas mentioned above 
accounted last year for a smaller proportion of the total 
clearances with cargo than in 1937, vessels trading 
with *‘ Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’ representing 30-8 
per cent. in 1937 and 30°6 per cent. in 1938 and with 
‘* Europe (Atlantic) end Western Mediterranean Coun- 
tries ’’ 17-9 and 16°3 per cent., respectively. On the 
other hand, there were increases from 18-5 per cent. 
to 18°8 per cent. and from 7-0 per cent. to 7-7 per cent., 
respectively, in the proportions of the total represented 
by the At] ic Coast of North America and Fire, the 
tonnage c with cargo to the latter trading area, 
as well as its proportion to the total, being the highest 
yet recorded.

Of the total tonnage that arrived and departed 45°56 
per cent. related to vessels with cargo in 1938 as 
against 44:7 per cent. in 1937 and 45-0 per cent. in 
1936. The increase in the proportion of vessels with 
cargo occurred in the general coasting trade; for vessels 
engaged in the traftic between Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland the proportion fell from 76:4 per cent.

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There was a reduction in coastwise traffic at most of 
the principal ports. The total decrease in the move- 
ment of vessels with cargo was primarily due to a fall 
from 24-2 million tons in 1937 to 23°3 million tons in 
1938 in the amount of coal carried coastwise between 
ports in the United Kingdom. Nearly two-thirds of 
this decrease related to shipments to London, where 
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arrivals with cargo were less by nearly 5 per cent 
There were considerable decreases in the movement of 
vessels in ballast at several of the ports specified in the 
above table, but at Falmouth, included among “ Othe 
Ports,’’ the enlargement of a dry-dock led to a marke 
increase during the latter part of the year in the top.

The total tonnage passing through the Canal last 
year was 2,073,000 tons (6 per cent.) less than in 1937, 
but was greater than in any other year since the open- 
ing of the Canal. It may be observed that the decline 
compared with the previous year was due mainly to the 
reduction in traffic between Italy and her African 
colonies, which fell by more than one-third to 2,310,000 
tons; the decline in respect of other traffic amounted 
only to 851,000 tons (23 per cent.). 


The share of British shipping in the total tonnage 
using the Canal, after declining almost continuously 


from about 60 per cent. in 1924 and 1925 to 46°5 per 


cent. in 1936, rose to 47°3 per cent. in 1937 and 50-4 
per cent. last year. Italy remained, as in the three pre- 
vious years, the next largest user of the Canal, but her 
proportion fell from 16-1 per cent. in 1937 to 13-4 per 


cent. last year. 


The following table shows for 1924 and each of the 
last ten years—i.e. since the peak year 1929—the net 
tonnage of the vessels passing through the Canal, 
divided according to the services on which they were 
engaged.

The maintenance of mail services is a factor of large 
and increasing importance in the Suez Canal trafic, 
and the total tonnage of mail vessels using the Canal 
last year exceeded by 471,000 tons the record total in 
the previous year; British and Italian mail vessels were 
responsible for the increase. 

Of the five largest users of the Canal last year all but 
the British owed their positions to the regular main- 
tenance of mail services, while among:the other prin- 
cipal users, Japan, Denmark and Sweden also had 4 
larger tonnage of mail vessels than of other vessels with 
cargo passing through the Canal. Of the non-mai 
vessels carrying cargo through the Canal about 63 per 
cent. flew the British flag, compared with 60 per cent 
in 1937; for Italy the corresponding proportions wete 
74 and 8} per centt, respectively, and Dutch ton 
nage accounted for 7} per cent. of this class of vessel 
last year compared with 6} per cent. in 1937. The 
tonnage of vessels in ballast using the Canal last yea? 
was 362,000 (64 per cent.) less than in 1937, of which 
159,000 tons was in respect of tankers. The 3ritish 
share of the total tonnage in ballast rose to 64 per cent., 
compared with 58 per cent. in 1937, while the Italian 
share fell from 13 per cent. in 1937 to 6 per cent. last 
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ar. Italian war vessels and transports accounted for 
45,000 tons out of the total decline of 2,073,000 tons 
. traffic through the Canal. 

While the movement of mail vessels was, as usual, 
wactically the same in each direction, the tonnage of 
ther commercial vessels with cargo was over twice 
great from south to north as in the reverse direction 
both 1937 and 1938. Vessels in ballast moved almost 
stirely from north to south, only 158,000 tons out of 
total of 5,248,000 tons in ballast passing from south 





north.

While this table does not, of course, relate speci- 
fically to the destination of the passengers, e.g. vessels 
proceeding to Australia or Dutch East Indies may 
land passengers at Singapore, it indicates clearly the 
preponderance of the British flag in traffic between the 
British countries, and to a lesser extent on vessels 
whose country of departure or ultimate destination 
was Japan. In the case of passengers proceeding in 
vessels to or from the other countries mentioned in the 
table, practically the whole number was carried in 
vessels flying the national flag. 


PANAMA CANAL 


In order to enable a broad comparison to be made of 
the variations in traffic through the Panama and Suez 
Canais, there is given on page 450 a table showing the 
net tonnage (according to the respective systems of 
measurement) of the commercial traffic using the 
Panama and Suez Canals in 1924 and in each of the 
last five years. While, owing to the exemption limit 
for small vessels passing through the Panama Canal 
being raised in 1934, the figures for 1934 to 1937 are 
not absolutely comparable with those for earlier years, 
the differences are of a negligible order—see the article 
on Panama Canal Traffic in the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 15 September 1938 (page 361). When the 
matter was investigated some years ago it appeared 
that there was, on the average, no substantial differ- 
ence in the two systems of measurement. From 
March 1938 a change was, however, made in the rules 
for determining the net tonnage according to Panama 
Canal measurement, and figures published by the 
Canal authorities indicate that, as the result of this 
change, the recorded tonnage is, on the average, re- 
duced by some 7 per cent. In the table the figure 
shown for 1938 is that published by the Canal authori- 
ties as representing the estimated tonnage according 
to the old rules,

In 1933 and 1934 the traffic through both canals 
showed marked improvement, though the 1934 traffic 
was still about 5 per cent. below the 1929 level in both 
cases. Following this improvement, a partial decline 
took place in 1935, Suez Canal commercial trafiic 
diminishing by 2-4 per cent. and Panama Canal traffic 
by 7-5 per cent., but in 1936 Panama Canal traffic 
recovered somewhat, to a point 3-4 per cent. below 
the volume of traffic in 1934. An even greater recovery 
was doubtless only prevented by the effects of the 
shipping strike on the west coast of the United States 
in the last two months he the year. In the case of the 
Suez Canal, however, a further decline occurred, due 
to the abnormal diversion of commercial traffic to the 
Cape route, and for the first time since 1926 there was 

difference of trend for the two canals, reducing the 
substantial disparity in favour of the Suez Canal which 
appeared in 1928. In 1937, although an increase took 
place in the traffic through each Canal, that for the 
Suez Canal was by far the greater. Last year, however, 
a slight decline was recorded in both cases, amounting 
to 2 per cent. for the Panama Canal and 3 per cent. 
for the Suez Canal. 

Since the measurement of the tonnage of vessels 
passing through the Canals is in each case made accord- 
ing to special rules, no exact comparison of the volume 
of shipping using the two Canals is possible on the basis 
of figures recorded in terms of ‘‘ Canal measurement.”’ 
For the Panama Canal, however, particulars of the 
national registered tonnage are also given in the original 
returns, while for the Suez Canal the returns published 
by the Egyptian Government—already mentioned— 
also show registered tonnage as well as net tonnage 
aecording to Canal measurement, and on these figures 

comparison has been made of the relative importance 
of the shipping using the two Canals.

AGREEMENT 


4 new Trade Agreement between the United King- 
im and India was signed in London on Monday, 
March 1939, and has been published as a Command

The new Trade Agreement will come into formal 
ration as soon as the necessary legislative measures 
ive been passed. Meanwhile the two Governments 
jave undertaken to give effect to its provisions as far as 
yssible.

The thicknesses given represent an advance in the tech- 
nique of transporting liquids of an inflammable nature, 
nce it has been found possible, as the result of experi- 
ments, to specify thinner material, a step that has been 
agreed by the railway companies by whose courtesy the 
experiments were made.

ECUADOR 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND IMPORT TRADE 


As each successive year begins the country’s prospects of 
«onomic rehabilitation invariably show few signs of 
amelioration, *writes H.M. Minister and Consul-General 
a Quito. The years 1937 and 1938 have not been excep- 
tions to this rule, and they have been periods of difficulty 
id uncertainty, both in the political and economic 
spheres, 


The economic situation of the country has suffered from

figures for 1937 were bad enough, but those for the first 
six months of 1938 are alarming, and it is not to be 
wondered that the Government have found it necessary to 
re-impose restrictions, this time in the form of a control 
upon imports instead of upon exchange. Prices, however, 
rose steeply, and the middle and lower classes, and more 
especially the former, who are generally on a fixed salary, 
are finding great difficulty in balancing the daily family 
budget. 


The Government have made every endeavour to reduce 
individual adverse trade balances, either by the conclusion 
of commercial agreements or by the imposition of Customs 
surcharges on imports from countries with trade balances 
adverse to Ecuador. The majority of her trade agreements 
are, however, proving to be of doubtful advantage, while 
the imposition of surcharges has by no means reduced the 
volume of imports, as it has simply induced local importers 
to transfer their orders to those countries which are privi- 
leged by most-favoured-nation treatment. 


Import TRADE 


Imports have risen steadily year after year, and 1937, 
with a total value of 131-64 million sucres, showed an excess 
of roughly 14 million sucres over 1936, which in turn was 
alout 20 million sucres over the value of imports during 
1935. This rise was not only the result of the devaluation 
of the sucre, but also of the need of the market to replenish 
stocks, and of heavier purchases of material for public 
works and industries. As already stated, the first six 
months of 1938 showed a considerable increase of imports 
over exports. Although a part of this rise was no doubt 
due to the expansion of local industry, principally the 
petroleum industry, a greater percentage was evidently 
brought about by a desire of local importers to avoid in- 
creased Customs duties which were enforced in March 1938, 
as also the 50 per cent. Customs surcharge upon Japanese 
imports which was foreseen some months before. 


Until 1935 cotton goods constituted the largest item of 
Kcuador’s import trade, but since then the lead has been 
taken by metals and manufactures and machinery of all 
classes. These goods, together with cotton fabrics and 
drugs and chemicals, represented well over 50 per cent. of 
the total imports in 1936 and slightly under that per- 
centage in 1937. The falling off of cotton piece-goods is 
better appreciated by the fact that imports, which in 1935 
amounted to 18 million sucres, fell to 11 million sucres in 
1936 and to 13 million sucres in 1937, which is to be attri- 
buted to the purchase of a cheaper kind of textiles from 
Japan, and to the protective tariff in favour of Ecuadorean 
mills. On the otherhand, machinery in general, which is free 
from Japanese and local competition, has steadily increased 
from 11 million sucres in 1935 to 15 million sucres in 1936 
and 20 million sucres in 1937. Metals and manufactures 
reached the peak in 1936 with 28 million sucres, as com- 
pared with 15 million sucres in 1935, but dropped to 21 
million sucres in 1937, retaining, nevertheless, first place.

doned and will be sold by auction by the Customs 
authority some two months and ten days after the date on 
which the goods are officially declared to have been 
abandoned.

H.M. Consul at Antananarivo reports that a notice to 
importers published in Madagascar states that empty jute 
sacks, new or used, which are to be re-exported full to 
foreign (non-French) countries, may be imported into the 
Colony under the ‘‘ temporary admission ”’ system without 
being subjected to import quota restrictions. Such sacks 
must, in principle, be re-exported within a period of three 
months.

CONSUMPTION DUTIES ON EDIBLE 
VEGETABLE OILS 


H.M. Consul-General at Rabat reports that a Dahir of 
1 March, published in the Moroccan ‘ Bulletin Officiel ”’ 
of 3 March, extends to all edible oils (except groundnut oil, 
the duty on which remains at 25 frs. per 100 kilogs., or 
olive oil) the existing consumption duty of 60 frs, per 100 
kilogs. levied on edible soya, cotton, sesame, linseed, colza, 
rape, poppy-seed and sunflower oils imported into or pro- 
duced in the French zone. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
INVOICES OF COTTON CLOTH 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 49803], dated 20 February 
1939, which states that Customs invoices for cotton fabrics 
classifiable under paragraphs 903, 904, 905, 918 or 924 of 
the Tariff Act of 1930 are required to be accompanied by 
the following information in addition to all other informa- 
tion required by law and regulation :— 

(1) The marks shown on shipping packages. 

(2) The numbers shown on shipping packages. 

(3) The date of the acceptance of the order by the seller. 

(4) The customer’s call number (if any). 

(5) The manufacturer’s marks, numbers, or symbols 
under which the merchandise is sold in the home market. 

(6) The exact widtb of the merchandise. 

(7) A detailed description of the merchandise; 
name (if any); whether unbleached, bleached, printed, 
dyed, or coloured; if composed of cotton and other 
materials, state chief value first and give percentage 
(value) of each component. 

(8) The single threads per square inch. All ply yarns 
must be counted in accordance with the number of single 
threads contained in the yarn. To illustrate, a cloth con- 
taining 100 two-ply yarns in 1 square inch must be reported 
as 200 single threads. 

(9) The exact weight per square yard, in ounces. 

(10) The average yarn number.

United Kingdom exporters of goods sold to Turkish 
buyers for payment through the Anglo-Turkish Clearing 
other than those for which payment is received on a ‘‘ com- 
pensation ’’ basis, should satisfy themselves before ship- 
ment that a sufficient portion of the quota remains unused 
to permit the clearance of the goods through the Turkish 
Customs. In this connection it should be borne in mind that 
if the available balance is small, it may be exhausted by 
other consignments already on their way ‘to Turkey.

SAFEGUARDING OF TURKISH CURRENCY 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading jy 
the ‘ Board of Trade Journal”? of 12 May 1938 (pages 
667-8) and 14 July 1938 (page 66) the Commercial Secretary 
to H.M. Embassy at Angora reports that merino wool, jn 
the grease, has been added to the list of restricted articles 
(paragraph 5), the import of which may only be made 
against exports of Turkish goods in compensation, except 
when imported from a country with which Turkey has 
clearing agreement or from Palestine and Egypt. 

Imports of cotton yarns may now be made against exports, 
not only of raw cotton, but of any kind of Turkish goods 
to countries having a favourable balance of trade with 
Turkey and no clearing or similar agreement with her or of 
specified goods to the U.S.A., Palestine, Syria and Egypt, 

The restrictions do not apply to imports from the United 
Kingdom.

The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the foilowing:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Gon- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
